But the fact is that the "Word of Faith" 
movement commandeered a perfectly valid spiritual truth and turned it 
into financial licentiousness. We can say that speaking a "Word of 
Faith" is doctrinally sound simply because God's Word is full of 
examples of His speaking things into existence and instructing us to do 
the same.

Our greatest example of speaking words of faith is God Himself when he spoke this world into existence. Now if 
I were to tell you that we are just like God, we can speak things into existence, into reality and into being would 
you believe me? What I am telling you is that this concept is to be plainly seen in God's Word, and it is He 
himself who instructs us to speak things into reality! 

Jesus answered and said unto them, Verily I say unto you, If ye have faith, and doubt 
not, ye shall not only do this which is done to the fig tree, but also if ye shall say unto 
this mountain, Be thou removed, and be thou cast into the sea; it shall be done. 
Matthew 21 :21 O (KJV) 

And the Lord said, If ye had faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye might say unto this 
sycamine tree, Be thou plucked up by the root, and be thou planted in the sea; and it 
should obey you. 
Luke 17:6 (KJV) □ 

The Word of God is called the "Sword of the Spirit" for good reason (Ephesians 6:17 KJV The spoken 
word is a powerful thing. If only we would take spiritual concepts like this literally we would wield tremendous 
power. 

Although we are obviously not God He wants us to use our mouths to make positive confession. Once again I 
cannot overemphasize that this is not "Word of Faith" as the false prophets apply it, God will not give you the 
winning lottery numbers no matter how many times you say "Fm gonna win the lottery", this is not for personal 
profit but the spiritual edification of the body of Christ. 

According to Your Faith Be it Unto You.

And there sat a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his feet, being a cripple from his 
mother's womb, who never had walked: The same heard Paul speak: who stedfastly 
beholding him, and perceiving that he had faith to be healed, Said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped and walked. 
Acts 14:8-10 (KJV) I 

Paul here does exactly as Christ did, he perceives that the person has the faith to be healed and simply instructs 
the crippled man to put that faith into action by standing up, and the man leaped and walked! We see this over 
and over in scripture, Christ telling us that it is our faith that makes things happen and admonishing us for either 
not having enough of it or not putting it to work for us. 

Then touched he their eyes, saying, According to your faith be it unto you.

Wait a minute, I hope nobody out there is saying to themselves "That may have been for Jesus and Paul, but I 
cannot do that!" Because if you say that, then that is what you'll have! Just as you can speak things into reality by 
faith you can also limit yourself by what you speak. It is not us that do these things in our own strength but by the 
gift of faith that God has given us.

We see it 
where Peter walked on the water but ran out of faith and stumbled (Matthew 14:31 KJV O). Scripture is 
clear; we limit God by our lack of faith. But what if you don't have the faith? Ask God for it who gives liberally 
to all that ask (James 1:5 O, John 16:24 KJV O)! 

But Jesus turned him about, and when he saw her, he said, Daughter, be of good 
comfort; thy faith hath made thee whole. And the woman was made whole from that 
hour.
